Bank Cheeks. 


The cashier of a downtown bank said 


recently when the public learned which 
end of the check they should siffn their 
names cm it would be a great and glori- 
ous day for the employes of the banha 
in New York. "When the pnhlic has 
been taught this little detail," the cash- 
ier eaid, "it i would be weJl to give tha 
banks a, leaspn in printing their checks. 
The latest fashion in checks is by far the 
most convenient one. 
All of tha in- 


formation on the check which ia of value 
to the banker is placed or> one end. At 
the right hand upper corner is tbe date. 
Under this IB the came of the man to 
whom the check is drawn. Beneath this 
again is ihe amount of the check in fig- 
urea, and right below that the signature 
of the man who draws it. The other end 
of the check is filled with the name of 
the bank, and so on. 


"The advantages of this form of check 


are: Firtst, that the date, amount, signer 
and drawee can be seen at a glance; 
second, if the «heck is bonnd np -with 
dozens of Otu'erchecks and bills it ia not 
necessary to pnll it out from the bundle 
to get information about it, A cashier 
can take np a package b£ such checks, 
thumb over the ends, and set them aaide 
in less time than it -wonld take to go 
over two or three checks of the older 
form.
